On January 2, 1992, the City Clerk notified the applicant, the applicant's 
attorney, the appellant's attorney, the appellants and objectors that an appeal 
in this matter would be heard by the Municipal Council at their regular meeting 
January 22, 1992, at 8:00 P.M., in the Council Chamber, Second Floor, City Hall,

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President Tucker stated we will now hear ora] argument on the appeal from 
the decision of the Board of Adjustment In the Matter of Application of Agnes 
Smith, Applicant, and Geraldine Russomano, Owner, for variance to permit in a 
Third Residence Zone, which does not permit rooming or boarding houses, conversion 
of a medical office and residence to a senior citizen's group home with insufficient 
side and rear yards and insufficient on-site parking, on premises 212 Clifton 
Avenue, Newark, New Jersey; 32 parking spaces required and only 4 provided. 
We may hear argument only from the parties to the appeal, that is the person 
or persons who filed the appeal and the one who was granted the variance. Either 
party may be represented by an attorney. No testimony will be heard by the Municipal 
Council, only argument based on the record made before the Board of Adjustment. 
For the benefit of the parties who are not represented by an attorney, that means 
that they may state the reasons for their position on the variance and they may 
point to testimony before the Board to support their position. However, they 
cannot bring in new testimony or other evidence. 


This is the time and place for the appeal to commence. 


MR. STEVEN GREENBERG, ATTORNEY, 155 PROSPECT AVENUE, WEST ORANGE, NEW JERSEY, 
addressed the Members of the Municipal Council on behalf of the appellant opposing 
this application. 


MR. AMEL RESTAINO, ATTORNEY, addressed the Members of the Municipal Council 
on behalf of the applicant requesting the approval of this application. 


Council Member Carrino read the following: "On September 11, 1991, the 
Board of Adjustment by a 6-1 vote granted a use variance and insufficient side 
and rear yard variance and an insufficient on-site parking variance. 


This property is located in a Third Residence District. 


A hearing was held on the application for the variance by the Board of Adjustment. 
The applicant, Agnes Smith, was present and represented by William Agrait, Esq. 


There were several objectors with two of the objectors testifying before 
the Board of Adjustment. Objecting testimony was given by Mr. Sarno and Mr. 
Almeida. I might add that the meeting that took place in the neighborhood consisted 
of over 60 people. That meeting started off as a block watcher group which meets 
every 30 days, and because the letter from the Board of Adjustment was sent out 
during that time period, when I went to the meeting to discuss the police problems 
from the block watchers, this situation was brought up. So that was not a meeting 
that was called for the variance, but a meeting that was called for the block 
watchers. Whoever was there just happened to be there, and as I said, there 
were over 60 homeowners there that evening. 


After all the testimony was presented on September 11, 1991, the application 
to permit in a Third Residence District conversion of an existing medical office 
and residence to a senior citizen's group home with insufficient side and rear 
yards and insufficient on-site parking on the premises located at 212 Clifton 
Avenue was approved and the Board of Adjustment adopted a memorializing resolution 
to that effect dated September 25, 1991. 


The decision was based on the following factual findings: 

(1) This lot is 100 feet by 46.25 feet in size, and on it is located a 
2% story frame building used as a medical office and residence. The area within 
the 200 feet radius is composed mainly of residential uses and a hospital. 

(2) People would be over 62 years of age. 

(3) There would be approximately three people working. 


(4) Vans are to be parked in the garage. 


(5) The maximum number of people who are between home and nursing home 
to be housed is 15 to 20. 
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(6) There is a need for senior citizen housing in the City. 


(7) The seniors housed in that building will not have automobiles. 


(8) If property were used as permitted, more traffic and people would be 
generated. 


The Board further determined, and that means, Mr. President, that if that 
was a three-family house, we couldn't determine if the people living in a three-family 
house had ten cars or nine cars of 15 cars, depending on the number of children 
who would be housed in a three-family house. The Board further determined that 
the relief requested by the applicant can be granted without substantially impairing 
the intent and purpose of the Zone Plan and the Zoning Ordinances of the City 
of Newark based on the following reasons: 


(1) The grant of the variance to this inherently beneficial use would provide 
benefits to seniors and; 


(2) The agreed upon limitations will protect the surroundings. 


Under the present law the City Council, as the governing body, has the authority 
to make a de novo review of the record established before the Board of Adjustment 
and reach its own decision in this matter, subject only to the requirement that 
its findings and conclusions are supported by the record. Kessler vs. Bowker, 
174 N.J. Super 478 (A.D. 1979). The Council is directly responsible to the citizenry 
and has the right to apply its own expertise and knowledge of the community and 
make a final evaluation based on the record created before the Board of Adjustment. 
Thus, the Council may reverse, remand or affirm, wholly or in part, or may modify 
the final decision of the Board. 


Applying this standard here, the Council has reviewed the transcript of 
the hearing before the Board of Adjustment and makes the following determinations: 


(1) I would like as a Council Member to support the Board's conclusion 
granting the requested variances. 


(2) Objectors to the application were (a) against the possibility of creating 
parking congestion; (b) against the possiblity of saturating the area with rooming 
houses and (c) the absence of any special reason for granting the variance. 


(3) The testimony revealed that the applicants/owner are suffering a hardship 
due to the inability to sell the property coupled with the documented social 
need for senior citizen housing and thus satisfying the requirement for a special 
reason. 


(4) The applicant stipulated that she would agree to all conditions by 
the Board of Adjustment, and Mr. President, those conditions were drawn up by 
the people who live in the neighborhood. That no seniors would be allowed an 
automobile if they were to be housed in that building. There would be no parking 
in the driveway. There would be on-site supervision. Everyone housed in the 
building would have to be 62 or over, and there would be no more than 20 people 
housed in the building."

Mr. President, with regard to Ordinance 6-Ph, S & F-f, the anti-apartheid 
ordinance revision, please be advised this ordinance excludes all references to 
Namibia, which gained its independence from the Republic of South Africa on March 
21, 1990. The Council has been in receipt c! correspondence from such 
organizations as the United States Department of State, the United States Embassy 
in Windhoek, Namibia, the Embassy of the Republic of Namibia, the Africa Fund, the 
Investor Responsibility Research Center and the Lawyers' Committee For Civil 
Rights Under Law, all urging the City of Newark to amend its loca! divestment 
ordinance against the Republic of South Africa by excluding the independent nation 
of Namibia therefrom. According to information received by the United States 
Department of State, the city of Newark as orie of 18 cities which continued to apply 
sanctions against corporations and financial institutions doing business in Namibia 
and South Africa which were imposed when Namibia was administered by the 
Republic of South Africa. Act of 1986, were applied to Namibia only as long as it was 
a non-self-governing territory unlawfully occupied and administered by South Africa. 
Since Namibia's independence on March 21. 1990, all federal sanctions imposed 
against Namibia were terminated. The United States has since established relations 
with Namibia's democratically elected government and opened an Embassy in 
Windhoek on Namibia's Independence Day. Namibia established an Embassy in 
Washington in October, 1990. Since then, the United States has extended Most 
Favored Nation status to Namibia, has concluded a bilateral investment guarantee 
agreement, granted Generalized System of Preferences benefits to imports from 
Namibia and is reviewing other measures to facilitate trade and investment. The U.S. 
Department of State now encourages state and local governments to lift their 
sanctions against Namibia to help promote trade and investment with the American 
business community while it struggles to build a democratic society. The 
aforementioned ordinance adheres to this request, while maintaining focal sanctions 
against the Republic of South Africa.

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(d) Cost - when used with respect to construction, means 
only the cost or fair market value of labor and materials used in 
constructing qualified residential property, including any 
architectural, engineering, and contractors fees associated with 
the construction as the owner of the property shall cause to be 
certified to the governing body by an independent and qualified 
architect licensed in the State of New Jersey or a certified 
construction cost audit by an independent Certified Public 
Accountant licensed in the State of New Jersey. Certifications 
submitted must provide a detailed breakdown of each cost component 
and a description of materials and the method of construction 
employed. 


{h) Equalized taxes otherwise due - means the tax amount

"Brush and Herbaceous Waste" shall mean tree 
and shrub branches which have been removed from 
properties. Branches shall be free from roots, 
stumps and other contaminants. 


"Commercial Source" shall mean any wholesale, 
retail or service establishment including, but 
not limited to restaurants, markets, offices, 
retail and wholesale outlets, theaters, hotels 
and warehouses. 


"Commingled" shall mean recyclable materials which 
may be combined with other recyclable materials. 
Examples of materials which may be commingled are: 
glass bottles and jars and aluminum and or bi- 
metal cans. 


"Compost Area" shall mean that area designated 
by the City of Newark as the place for 
composting and decomposition of leaves and 
woodchips. 


. "Construction/Demolition Materials" shall mean 


components resulting from the construction 
and/or demolition of a building or structure, 
both residential and commercial, including 
wood, brick, concrete, asphalt roofing, 
asphalt, scrap metals, window glass, tree 
stumps, logs, branches and other such 
materials. 


"Consumer Cell Batteries" known also as dry- 
Cell batteries, shall mean those batteries 
commonly used in hearing aids, cameras, 
calculators, and watches, which contain hazardous 
components such as mercury, silver, cadmium and 
lithium. 


"Corrugated Cardboard" shall mean the material 
commonly used for boxes, shipping containers 
and packing materials. 


"Generator" shall mean any individual, public 
or private corporation or firm owning, 
operating or in charge of any residential, non- 
residential, commercial, industrial structure 
or institutional source who produces or has 
charge of producing solid waste and or 
recyclable materials in the City of Newark. 


"Glass Bottles and Jars” shall mean any food 
or beverage container constructed entirely of 
glass (exclusive of the cap or covering 
device). 


"Industrial Source" shall mean any business who 
is engaged in industrial production or service 
and who produces or has charge of producing 
solid waste and/or recyclable materials in the 
City of Newark. 


"Institutional Source" shall mean any entity which 
is not a commercial or industrial source including 
but not limited to public or private schools, 
hospitals and medical care facilities. 
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"Lead Acid Batteries” shall mean those 
batteries which are used in vehicles such as 
automobiles, motorcycles, etc. and are composed 
primarily of lead plates in a casing containing 
sulfuric or other acids. 


"Magazines" shall include all periodicals 


containing miscellaneous material. 


"Mixed high grade white paper" shall nean white 
office paper, computer paper,, and duplicator 
paper, but shall exclude paper products coated 
with non-degradable material or contaminated 
by carbon materials. 


"Multi-Family Dwelling" .shall mean those 
structures such as apartments, cooperatives and 
condominiums which are used or are intended, 
arranged or designed for use by three or more 
separate groups or families for living, where 
solid waste and/or recyclable materials are 
generated. 


"Newspapers" shall mean any paper of the type 
commonly referred to as newsprint distributed 
weekly or daily which contains news, articles 
of opinion, features and advertising. 


"Recycling Center" shall mean a facility 
privately owned and operated and designed 
solely for receiving, storing, processing and 
transferring source separated, non-putrescible 
recyclable materials. 


"Recycling Depot" shall mean a public or 
private facility that is designated by the City 
of Newark as the area to drop-off recyclable 
glass bottles and jars, newspaper, magazines, 
aluminum and bi-metal cans, used motor oil, 
corrugated cardboard, lead acid batteries, 
consumer cell batteries and automobile tires 
or other materials as designated by the 
Director of Engineering. 


"Source Separation” shall mean the detaching, 
sorting and setting apart of solid waste for 
the purpose of recycling, from residential, 
non-residential, commercial, industrial or 
institutional source by the generator at the 
point of generation. 


"Used Waste Oil" shall mean any waste crank 
case cil resulting from the periodic 
maintenance of internal combustion engines. 


"White Goods and Scrap Metals" shail mean ali 
small and large metal appliances such as, but 
not limited to, refrigerators, freezers, 
washers, ayers, water heaters, ranges, 
furnaces, metal lawn furniture, bicycles, etc.. 
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Every generator in the City of Newark shall 
source separate used corrugated cardboard, 
newspapers, magazines, glass bottles and jars, 
food and beverage cans (aluminum and bi-metal), 
leaves, used motor oil, mixed high grade white 
paper, white goods and scrap metals, lead acid 
batteries, consumer cell batteries and 
automobile tires from municipal solid waste. 
Generators in the City shall provide, 
sufficient containers for the temporary storage 
of recyclable materials pending collection. 
The location of said containers shall be in an 
area that is easily accessible and which will 
not create a nuisance to other adjacent 
properties or create conflict with pedestrians 
or vehicles. 


Recyclable materials shall. be packaged for 
curbside collection or deposited at the City 
recycling depot in the following manner; 


1. Newspapers and magazines shall be securely 
bundled to facilitate handling. Each bundle 
shall not exceed thirty-five (35) pounds in 
weight. Acceptable materials may either be 
tied with string or cord, or placed into sturdy 
paper bags for collection. Generators shall 
ensure that said materials are either placed 
at the curbside or dropped off at the Recycling 
Depot for collection. Commercial establish- 
ments shall bring said materials to the 
Recycling Depot or make arrangements with a 
private contractor for collection. 


. Mixed high grade white paper shall be 
stacked in securely tied bundles and shall be 
brought by residents to the Recycling Depot. 
All commercial establishments shall provide for 
the recycling of said recyclables by making 
arrangements with a private contractor for 
collection or dropping off of said materials 
at the Recycling Depot. 


3. Aluminum beverage cans, Bi-Metal cans (such 
as those which contain vegetables and juices) 
and glass bottles and jars, shall be drained 
of all food or liquid, and placed in a reusable 
sturdy receptacle or container not less in size 
then five (5) gallons or more than thirty-two 
(32) gallons in size. 


4. Leaves may be raked to the curb by City 
residents for pick up by the City or brought 
to a City Compost Area, as designated by the 
Director of Engineering.  Bagged leaves shall 
be collected at curbside only if placed in 
degradable bags. Non-degradable bags (such as 
non-degradable plastic) shall be considered 
unacceptable when used for this purpose. 
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5. Corrugated cardboard shall be collected at 
the curbside of City streets as selected and 
determined by the Director of Engineering.

6. Used motor oil from vehicles and lawn mowers 
shall be placed in containers and delivered to 
an authorized and designated used oil recycling 
center, gasoline stations or the Recycling 
Depot. Used motor oil vill not be collected 
or picked up from premises by the City of 
Newark. 


7. No  recyclable materials other than 
corrugated cardboard, newspapers, magazines, 
glass bottles and jars, food and beverage cans 
(aluminum and bi-metal), used motor oil, lead 
acid batteries, consumer cell batteries and 
automobile tires, shall be permitted to be 
deposited at the Recycling Depot by any City 
Generator. In no event shall recyclable 
materials be placed in the street or right-of- 
way nor shall they be placed in plastic bags 
for collection. 


8. Consumer cell batteries shall be deposited 
for collection at the City recycling depot 
and/or other locations in the City designated 
by the Department of Engineering. 


9. White goods and scrap metals shall be 
deposited for collection as stipulated in Title 
13A of the City's revised Ordinance 6S&FB 


060188. 


Every generator shall ensure that the 
aforementioned recyclable materials are clean, 
uncontaminated and net exposed to substances 
or conditions which would render them unusable 
for recycling, before collections are made from 
the curb by the City, deposited at the City 
recycling depot or delivered to a recycling 
center. 


Any contractor permitted by the City of Newark 
to conduct any construction or demolition 
operations with the City shall sort and 
separate materials such as wood, brick, 
concrete, asphalt pavement, asphalt roofing, 
scrap metals, window glass, tree stumps, logs, 
branches and other like materials for the 
purpose of recycling. 


Notice 


Every generator shall annually advise and 
inform their tenants and other affected parties 
concerning the requirements of this ordinance 
as well as the guidelines promulgated by the 
Department of Engineering. Additionally, every 
generator is to advise their tenants in writing 
as a condition of their lease of the 
requirements of this ordinance and maintain 
written proof of said notice.

Generators from multi-family dwellings, 
commercial or industrial establishments and 
public/private institutions who have private 
collectors for solid waste collection shall be 
required annually to report the tonnage of 
materials recycled from their solid waste to 
the Department of Engineering. 


Contractors who are conducting any construction 
or demolition operations in the City shall file 
reports, in the City's Central Permit Office.

Time of Placement 

Recyclable materíals to be collected by the 
City of Newark, or agents thereof, shall be 
Placed at the curb on those days specifically 
specified by the City of Newark.

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10:11-2. Purpose: 


This ordinance sets forth the procedures to be 
followed by the City in the consideration of all applications 
for the abatement of property taxes, and in the administration 
Of all tax abatement agreements as are authorized by the 
Municipal Council.

a. Form of Application: All applications shall be 
submitted by the developer in the form as has been placed on 
file with the City Clerk at the time of the passage of this 
Ordinance.

A complete 
explanation as to the expected methods of financing the project 
shall also be included. 


The applications shall further contain statements of 
disclosure in the form as attached to the application as to all 
parties, including parent and subsidiary companies, having any 
interest in the property and/or the project, as to any other tax 
abatement. agreements then in force and effect in which any of 
those parties have any interest, and as to any other contracts 
or agreements with the City in which any of those parties have 
any interest and if so, provide the Federal Identification 
Number of each party listed. 


The application shall contain the certificaation of 
the developer that construction of the project has not nor will 
commence prior to the final approval and execution of an 
abatement agreement between the City and the developer. 


The application shall also include the estimate of the 
developer as to the number and type of jobs to be created by 
the project during the term of its construction and the number 
and type of permanent jobs to be created by the project within 
one year after its completion. The application shall set forth 
the affirmative action plan of the developer and a certification 
by the developer that such plan complies with the affirmative 
action requirements of the City.

a. Distribution of Application: Upon receipt of any 
application, the Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes 
shall forward one copy of the application to the individual 
designated by the Mayor as development officer, one copy to the 
Director of Finance, one copy to the Tax Assessor, one copy to 
the Tax Collector and three copies to the Corporation Counsel. 
The final copy, of the application shall be retained by the 
Manager, Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes and shall 
be placed on permanent file within his offices. 


b. Development Review: Upon receipt of an 
application, the development officer shall conduct a complete 
review of the proposed project. Such review shall consider the 
propriety and suitability of the description(s), plan(s) and 
estimate(s) submitted, the degree to which the project complies 
with the City's developmental goals as expressed in its zoning 
ordinances, its master plan and any applicable redevelopment 
plans, and the degree of economic necessity for tax abatement 
consideration. 
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Based on the review, the development: officer shall 
submit his recommendation as to the approval or disapproval of 
the application to the Corporation Counsel. Such recommendation 
shall include any changes to the application on the project as 
may be deemed necessary by the development officer, as well as 
a detailed explanation as to the analyses conducted in arriving 
at the recommendation. 


c. Financial Review: Upon receipt of an 
application , the Director of Finance shall conduct a financial 
review of the application including a cost and benefit analysis 
of the proposed project. In addition, the Director of Finance 
shall obtain written certifications from Municipal officials as 
necessary to review and substantiate the items contained within 
the application. Those certifications shall include the 
following: 


i. Certification of the Tax Assessor as to the 
taxes levied on the real property included within the project 
in both the year in which the application was filed and the 
immediately preceeding year. 


di. Certification of the Tax Collector as to the 
current status of payments due for property taxes and/or 
municipal liens of any type arising from real property included 
within the project or from any other specified property owned 
by the Developer. 


iii. Certification from the Division of Tax 
Abatement and Special Taxes as to the current status of payments 
due for any tax abatement agreement then in force and effect to 
which the developer is a party. 


iv. Certification from Division of Tax Abatement 
and Special Taxes as to the current status of payroll and/or 
parking tax payments due from the developer. 


v. Certification of the Director of the Division 
of Water Accounting and Customer Service as to the status of 
payments due for water and/or sewer services provided to the 
real property included within the project or other real 
property within the City in which the developer has an interest. 


Based upon the review, the Director of Finance shall 
submit his recommendation as to the approval or disapproval of 
the application to the Corporation Counsel. Such recommendation 
shall include a detailed explanation as to the analysis 
conducted in arriving at the recommendation. 


d. Legal Review: Upon receipt of an application, the 
Corporation Counsel shall conduct a review as to the form and 
legality of the application. In addition, the Corporation 
Counsel shall obtain written certifications from municipal 
officials as necessary to substantiate the items contained 
within the application. 


At a minimum, those certifications shall include the 
following: 


i. Certification of the Tax Assessor of the 
precise identity of all real property included within the 
project, including its metes and bounds, all tax block and lot 
designations and corresponding street addresses, as well as a 
survey or plotting of such property on the official tax map. 
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ii. Certification of the Tax Assessor as to the 
owner of record as recorded in his office of each tax lot 
included within the project. 


iii. Certifications of the Tax Assessor as to 
the assessments for land and improvements then in effect for 
each tax lot included within the project. 


iv. Certification of the Tax Assessor as to the 
total amount assessed on all real property included within the 
property in the calendar year immediately preceding its 
acquisition by the City, the City's agent, or the developer or 
developer's agent. 


. v. Certification of the Tax Collector as to the 
taxes levied on the real property included within the project 
in both the year in which the application was filed and the 
immediately preceding year. 


vi. Certification of the Tax Collector as to the 
current status of payments due for property taxes and/or 
municipal liens of any type arising from the real property 
included within the project. 


vii. Certification of the Manager of the 
Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes as to the current 
status of payments due for any tax abatement agreement then in 
force and effect to which the developer is a party. 


viii. Certification of the Manager of the 
Division of Tax Abatement and Special taxes as to the current 
status of payroll and/or parking tax payments due from the 
developer. 


ix. Certification of the Director of the 
Division of Water Accounting and Customer Service as to the 
status of payments due for water and/or sewer services provided 
to the real property included within the project and as to other 
real property within the City in which the developer has an 
interest. 


x. Certification of the Director of the Division 
of Licenses as to the status of licenses and payments due for 
licenses for any activity conducted on the real property within 
the project. 


xi. Certification of the Secretary to the Board 
of Adjustment that the use proposed for the project conforms to 
the zoning ordinance of the City. 


xii. Certification of the Secretary of the 
Central Planning Board, if applicable, that the project is 
located within an area which has been properly designated as 
blighted by the City. 


xiii. Certification of the Secretary of the 
Central Planning Board that the project has received final site 
plan approval from the Central Planning Board. 


The Corporation Counsel shall also review those 
abatement agreements then in force and effect to determine the 
extent to which each party to the application is a party to any 
of those agreements. 
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Upon receipt of the necessary certifications and the 
review thereof, the Corporation Counsel shall make a 
determination as to the propriety of the application. 
Applications shall be deemed proper in those cases where they 
are presented in the proper form, satisfy the requirements of 
this Ordinance and all other applicable statutes and Ordinances, 
and for which no delinquency has been found in any of the 
payments due to the City as certified by those officials 
indicated earlier in this sub-section. 


In those case where an application is deemed proper, 
the Corporation Counsel shall prepare a resolution in the form 
necessary to authorize the tax abatement and shall prepare the 
form of the agreement which would be so authorized. A11 such 
agreements shall be in the form filed with the City Clerk at the 
time of adoption of this ordinance. The resolution shall be 
signed by the Corporation Counsel as to form and legality and 
submitted, together with the form of the agreement, the original 
application, the certifications, and the recommendation of the 
Director of Finance and the development officer, to the Mayor 
for his consideration. 


In those cases where an application is deemed 
improper, the Corporation Counsel shall prepare correspondence 
outlining those aspects of the application to be deficient and 
shall forward that correspondence, together with the original 
application, the certifications, and the recommendation of the 
Director of Finance and the development officer to the Mayor for 
his consideration. 


e. Mayoral Review: Upon receipt of an application 
and recommendations from the Corporation Counsel, the Mayor 
shall determine the action to be taken in regard to that 
application. When the application has been deemed proper by the 
Corporation Counsel, the Mayor shall determine whether to 
recommend the adoption of the authorizing resolution and its 
attachments by the Municipal Council, or to recommend the 
rejection of the application as not being in the best interests 
of the City. Where the application has been deemed improper by 
the Corporation Counsel, the Mayor shall determine whether the 
deficiencies can be remedied, and if so may direct the developer 
and/or the appropriate municipal official as to the actions 
required. If the deficiencies cannot be remedied or if the 
application is deemed not in the best interests of the City, the 
Mayor may recommend the rejection of the application without 
condition. 


In those cases where the Mayor affords the developer 
the opportunity to remedy specific deficiencies, the application 
may be reconsidered after correction by submission to the 
Manager of the Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes of 
the corrected application, after which the process outlined in 
this article shall be followed again. No fee shall be charged 
for consideration of such re-submitted applications. 


In those cases where the Mayor has recommended 
rejection of an application without condition and where such 
action has been ratified by the Council, the application may 
only be reconsidered by re-application to the Division of Tax 
Abatement and Special Taxes, which application shall be treated 
in its entirety as a new application and for which an 
application fee shall be charged. 
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The recommendation of the Mayor to the Council, 
whether for acceptance or rejection, shall occur within 60 
calendar days after the date of the receipt of a complete 
application. 


.f. Municpal Council Consideration: Upon receipt of 
any resolution to authorize a tax abatement agreement, the 
Municpal Council shall not place such resolution on the calendar 
for consideration, but rather shall refer the matter to its Tax 
Abatement Committee for consideration. That committee shall 
review the resolution, the original application, the 
certifications, the recommendations, and the form of the 
agreement to ensure that the considerations of this ordinance 
have been met. Where the matter is determined to be in proper 
form, the committee shall further determined its recommendation 
as to whether the authorization of the abatement is in the 
city's best interest. 


The committee shall report its findings to the 
Municipal Council, and shall place the matter on the Council's 
calendar for consideration. Upon consideration, by vote of a 
two-thirds majority of the membership of the Council, the 
resolution may be approved, rejected or returned to 
Administration for correction or change. Determinations of 
rejection by the Council shall be treated as outlined for 
rejections by the Mayor. An application rejected conditionally 
may be re-submitted to the Division of Tax Abatement and Special 
Taxes without fee for reconsideration, while one rejected 
unconditionally may only be re-submitted as a new application, 
with fee. 


10:11-5. Agreements; Form and Execution: 


a. Form of Agreement: All agreements for tax 
abatements shall be in the form appropriate to the nature of the 
abatement and the nature of the developer as filed with the City 
Clerk at the time of the adoption of this ordinance. Such 
agreements shall at a minimum set forth the identification of 
the affected property, the nature and magnitude of the 
improvements to be constructed thereon, the consideration to be 
paid to the City and the conditions thereon, the duration of the 
agreement and the grounds for its termination. The agreements 
shall in all cases further provide that any change made in the 
ownership of the project or which would materially change the 
terms of the agreement shall under the agreement be void unless 
approved by the Municipal Council by resolution. The agreements 
shall require the timely submission of certified audits of the 
total project costs and of the annual financial operations of 
the project, and shall require timely payment of all municipal 
taxes, fees and charges arising out of the agreement or in any 
way arising out of the affected property. The agreement shall 
provide that the failure to comply with the requirements of 
audit and payment, or with any substantive condition of the 
Agreement, shall permit the City to unilaterally terminate the 
Agreement, and/or to exercise such other remedies as may be 
provided by statute, this resolution or the agreement. 


The agreement shall further provide for the annual 
adjustments and the amount of the consideration to be paid to 
the City as has been determined by the Council at the time of 
the adoption of this resolution and has been reflected in the 
form of the agreement as filed with the City Clerk at that time. 
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Such bases for annual adjustment may be modified hereafter by 
adoption of an pesolution for that purpose, at which time the 
form of those changes will be filed with the City Clerk. 
Changes made hereafter shall not affect agreements then in 
existence, but shall only affect agreements approved after the 
adoption of such change. 


The Agreement shall also provide that the developer 
shall comply with the affirmative action requirement of the City 
as follows: 


i. The developer shall be deemed to impliedly agree 
that if the latter operates, controls or manages the project that 
it will in good faith assist the City of Newark in its goal of 
having 50$ of all new job arising out of the businesses 
conducted on the project site, after the issuance of the 
Certificate of Occupancy and during the continuation of the tax 
abatement, dedicated to Newark residents of which 25% of such 
new employees shall from minority residents. 


ii. Each recipient of a tax abatement shall 
concomitantly with the annual report, required of it, attach an 
employment report under oath, with particulars, stating the 
manner and the extent to which, it has complied with sub-section 
i. above. This employment report shall like the annual report 
be filed with both the Director of Finance and the City Clerk. 


iii. The City Clerk shall forthwith after receiving 
the employment report send a copy thereof to the Office of 
Affirmative Action to forthwith investigate the matter contained 
in said report and to report its finding to the Municipal 
Council. 


b. Annual Adjustment: The annual service charge for 
projects with an annual service charge based on total project 
cost and annual gross revenue shall be increased in each year 
of the period by the amount determined as follows: For each 
year following the first year of the period, there shall be 
added the amount calculated as the result of multiplying the 
annual service charge of the previous year by the percentage 
that the total tax levy of the municipality for that year has 
increased over the tax levy of the municipality for the previous 
year. For purposes of the section "total tax levy" means the 
total amount of property tax levied for municipal, school and 
county purposes, as shown in the Table of Aggregates prepared 
pursuant to R.S. 54:4-52. In any year in which there is no 
increase in the tax levy, the amount to be added for this 
purpose shall be zero. 


c. Execution of Agreements: Upon authorization by 
the Municipal Council, it shall be the responsibility of the 
City Clerk to insure that the agreement is fully executed. No 
agreement shall be considered to be in force and effect unless 
and until it has been signed by the developer, the Corporation 
Counsel and the Mayor, after which it shall be dated certified 
by the City Clerk by his signature and the affixing of the 
Municipal Seal. 


d.  Distributiop of Executed Agreements: Once an 
Agreement has been fully executed, the City Clerk shall be 
responsible to distribute executed copies thereof to the 
developer, the Tax Assessor, the Tax Collector, the Manager of 
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the Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes the Construction 
Code Official and the Corporation Counsel. The City Clerk shall 
retain one executed copy which shall be placed on permanent file 
within his office, where it shall be available for examination 
by the public during regular business hours. 


10:11-6 - Period of Construction; Oversight and 
Charges: 


During the period while construction is underway, the 
Tax Assessor, Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes and 
Construction Code Official shall each be responsible to oversee 
some aspect of the abatement agreement as outlined below. 


a. Permits and Inspections: Upon receipt of an 
executed agreement, the Construction Code Official shall cause 
permits to be issued upon application by the developer and shall 
cause inspections of all work activity to be conducted in the 
manner provided by the City Ordinances. The Construction Code 
Official shall notify the Division of Tax Abatement and Special 
Taxes of any failure by the developer to properly apply for 
permits, to begin construction or to complete construction 
within the periods set forth in the Agreement. Where permits 
are issued, the Construction Code Official shall be responsible 
to notify the Tax Assessor, Tax Collector and the Division of 
Tax Abatement and Special Taxes and the Affirmative Action 
Office of such issuance. 


x. 


N 

b. Quarterly Report to Assessment: From the date of 
the execution of an abatement agreement until the issuance of 
a permanent Certificate of Occupancy for the entirety of the 
project, the Construction Code Official shall report to the Tax 
Assessor each quarter as to the status of permit and 
construction activity on the project. Upon the total or 
partial completion of construction, the Construction Code 
Official shall issue a Certificate of Occupancy in the 
appropriate form, and shall be responsible that a copy of each 
such certificate is filed with the Tax Assessor, Tax Collector 
and the Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes. 


c. Assessments and Taxes: 


In the case of an agreement entered into pursuant to 
N.J.S.A. 40A:20-1, et. seq. upon receipt of a valid certificate 
of occupancy for the project, the Tax Assessor shall adjust the 
assessments to exempt as much or all of the improvements as are 
reflected in the certificate. Upon receipt of a certificate of 
occupancy for the entirety of the project, the Tax Assessor 
shall exempt the assessment for all improvements covered by the 
agreement during such time as the agreement remains in effect. 
Assessments for land shall remain in taxable status throughout 
the entire terms of the agreement. 


At any time that the Tax Assessor causes the 
assessment on the project to be moved, in whole or in part, from 
taxable to exempt status, he shall so notify the Tax Collector 
and the Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes in writing 
so as to insure the commencement of such payments in lieu of 
taxes as are thereby made due. 


d. Collection and Audit: Upon receipt of an executed 


agreement, the Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes shall 
note within their books of account a record of the execution of 
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the agreement and those dates by which construction is to 
commence and be completed. The Tax Collector and the Division 
of Tax Abatement and Spécial Taxes, shall thereafter continue 
to levy taxes and collect payment therefore on the property 
until the ogcurrence of one of the following: 


o i. In the event that a certificate of occupancy 
is issued for the property, the Tax Collector shall immediately 
cease to levy or collect taxes on the portion of the assessed 
value covered by the certificate and shall instead notify the 
Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes to bill the 
developer for the estimated amount of payment in lieu of taxes 
due as indicated in the agreement. Where the agreement is 
authorized pursuant to N.J.S.A. 40A:20-1, et. seq., taxes on 
the value of the land shall continue to be levied and collected. 


When a certificate of occupancy for the entirety of 
the project is issued, in addition to the steps outlined above, 
the developer shall submit to the Division of Tax Abatement and 
Special Taxes two copies of the certified tctal project cost 
audit prepared by a certified public accountant, within ninety 
(90) days from the date of issuance of the certificate of 
occupancy. 


The Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes shall 
review the certified total project cost audit and make a 
determination as to the acceptability of the said audit. If the 
audit is deemed unacceptable it shall be performed by the City's 
designated auditor and said cost shall be borne by the 
developer. The Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes 
shall be responsible for billing the developer for the cost of 
the said audit. Once the audit is accepted, if its findings 
cause any change in the basis to be used in the determination 
of the payment in lieu of taxes, the Division of Tax Abatement 
and Special Taxes shall recommed the Law Department prepare a 
resolution authorizing the amendment of the agreement to reflect 
that change and shall submit it for approval by the Municipal 
Council. The Division of Tax Abatement and Special taxes shall 
also maintain a copy of the approved certified total project 
cost audit within their permanent files. 


Upon adoption of the resolution authorizing amendment 
to the agreement, the Division of Tax Abatement and Special 
Taxes shall bill the developer for the cost of the audit 
services and for such adjustments to the payments as were made 
on the estimated billings, and thereafter shall bill the 
developer on the basis of the agreement as amended. The City 
Clerk shall be responsible to distribute and file executed 
copies of the agreement as amended in the same manner as set 
forth for the original agreement. 


ii. In the event that the developer fails to 
commence construction or to complete construction within the 
time required by the agreement, or fails to make payments due 
to the City as required by the agreement, or otherwise fails to 
meet a material condition of the agreement, the Division of Tax 
Abatement and Special Taxes shall notify the Corporation Counsel 
of the defect in the performance of the developer. The 
Corporation Counsel shall thereupon take those steps necessary 
to terminate the agreement and shall advise the Tax Assessor and 
the Tax Collector and the Division of Tax Abatement and Special 
Taxes of the actions to be taken in regards to the levying and 
collection of taxes and payments in lieu of taxes. The 
Corporation Counsel shall also be responsible for the 
preparation of such resolution as necessary to authorize the 
termination of the agreement. Upon adoption of such resolution, 
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the city Clerk shall be responsible for the filing and 
distribution of that resolution in the same manner as set forth 
for the original agreement. 


10:11-7 - Administration of Agreements After 
Construction: 


After the completion of construction and the issuance 
of a final certificate of occupancy, the project shall continue 
to operate within the terms of the agreement until its 
termination. The Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes 
shall be responsible to administer the terms of the agreement 
throughout this period, following the procedures set forth as 
follows: 

a. Billing and Payment: Throughout the term of the 
agreement, the Tax Collector shall bill annually and the 
Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes shall bill the 
developer each quarter. If the agreement is authorized pursuant 
to N.J.S.A. 40A:20-1, et. seq., such bills shall reflect both 
the taxes due on the value of all land included within the 
project and all payments in lieu of taxes due on the 
improvements respectively required by the agreement. Regardless 
of the date of issuance, all such bills shall be deemed to have 
been issued on the first day of each calendar 
quarter and to be due and payable within thirty calendar days 
thereafter. Where in lieu payments are to be based on the 
actual annual financial performance of the project, such 
quarterly bills shall be payable in an amount estimated to be 
equal to the actual amounts due in the previous year. In such 
cases, the developer shall make an additional payment within 
ninety (90) days after the close of the fiscal year, and such 
payment shall be the difference between the estimated billing 
and the adjusted annual service charge which is based upon the 
actual financial performance of the project including any excess 
profits due and owing in accordance with N,J.S.À. 40A:20-1, et. 
seg. The additional payment by developer shall be submitted, 
along with a statement by a certified public accountant, 
attesting that the additional payment was the actual amount due 
based upon the gross revenue as derived in accordance with 
N.J.S.A. 40A:20-1, et. seg., and the financial agreement. 


All payments due to the City arising out of the 
agreement which are not paid as of the date due shall be subject 
to the same charges for penalties and interest as arrears then 
in effect for non-payment of property taxes. 


The Division of Tax Abatement and Special taxes shall 
accept all payments made pursuant to such billings and shall 
maintain books of account as to each agreement. Except where 
otherwise required by law, the Tax Collector and the Division 
of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes shall apply payments received 
to amounts due in the folloving order: amounts due for 
penalties and interest on taxes; amounts due for payments of 
taxes; amounts due for penalties and interest for in lieu 
payments; amounts due for in lieu payments. The developer shall 
be responsible to make timely payments directly to the Tax 
Collector and payments of annual service charges directly to the 
Tax Collector and payments of annual service charges directly 
to the Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes. 


In addition to the payment of the annual service 
charge all owners shall be required to pay an annual 
administrative fee to the City. This condition shall be 
included in all deeds to such purchases. The annual 
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administrative fee shall be 2.5$ of the annual service charge 
payable and due on or before December 31st of each year. In 
the event that the owner fails to pay the annual administrative 
fee it shall be grounds for the Corporation Counsel to take the 
necessary steps to terminate owners tax abatement. 


lb. Annual Audits: Where required by law or where 
required by the agreement, the developer shall submit an annual 
certified audit prepared by a certified public accountant of the 
financial performance of the project. Such audit shall be 
submitted each year within ninety days after the end of the 
fiscal year of the project to the Manager of the Division of Tax 
Abatement and Special Taxes with a simultaneous copy to the City 
Clerk for archival purposes. In addition to the submission of 
the annual certified audit, the developer shall submit a 
statement by a certified public accountant attesting to the 
percentage of excess profits utilized to eliminate any 
deficiencies pursuant to the provisions of N.J,S.A. 40A:20-15 
and 16. The Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes shall 
review each audit upon submission and make a determination as 
to any adjustment required in the in lieu paynent and excess 
profit. The attached Exhibit "A" shall be the approved format 
to be utilized in the calculation of excess profits. 


The audit and the determination of the Division of Tax 
Abatement and Special Taxes shall then be subnitted to the 
City's designated auditors for their review. If the 
determination of the Division of the Tax Abatement and Special 
Taxes is acceptable, it shall be used as the basis of the 
adjustments due and owing outlined in subsection 7a above. If 
the determination or the audit is not acceptable, the Division 
of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes shall notify the developer 
and the developer shall be responsible to remedy the 
deficiencies noted and to  re-submit their corrected 
determination for review. As part of this annual audit process, 
the developer shall be responsible for the payment. of a fee to 
offset the City's cost of review of the audit. Such fee will 
be in the actual amount incurred by the City to conduct such 
review. This fee shall be billed by the Division of Tax 
Abatement and Special Taxes as part of the annual service charge 
and shall be payable under the same terms as that charge. 


c. Non-compliarce: During the term of the agreement, 
if the developer fails to comply with the requirements for 
submission of audits and/or timely payments of amounts due, the 
Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes shall be responsible 
to enforce the terms of the agreement through the following 
procedure. Such procedure shall not be the sole remedy 
permitted to the City, but rather shall be used in addition to 
such other remedies as may be permitted under law and by the 
terms of the agreement. 


i. In the case where any payment due to the City 
pursuant to the agreement, whether arising from taxes or 
payments in lieu of taxes, is in arrears for a period of six 
months or more, the Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes 
shall notify the developer that unless the total amount due 
including penalties and interest and subsequent charges, are 
brought to a current status within a period of thirty (30) deys 
from the date of the notification, the abatement agreement shall 
be rescinded. If the developer fails to comply with such 
notice, the Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes shall 
recommend the Law Department prepare a resolution rescinding the 
agreement, and shall notify the Tax Assessor of the pending 
actions. 
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Where any agreement is rescinded in this manner, the 
developer shall have thirty calendar days to seek reinstatement 
of the agreement, which shall only be permitted where all 
performances required of the developer have been made current, 
and all amounts due and owing have been paid in full. In that 
case, the Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes shall 
recommend the Law Department to prepare a resolution to restore 
the agreement for the remainder of its original term. 


It shall be the responsibility of the City Clerk to 
file and distribute approved copies of all resolutions to 
rescind or restore agreements which arise pursuant to this sub- 
section, doing so in the same manner as set forth for the 
original executed agreements. 


ii. In the event of any non-payment as outlined 
in section 7c(i)above, in addition to the remedies outlined 
therein, the developer in signing the agreement agrees that the 
City shall have the same rights of liens and foreclosure against 
the project as through the non-payment were the property taxes. 
The City may exercise such rights by following the same steps 
as set forth in law for the collection of delinquent property 
taxes. - 

iii. In the case where any audit required to be 
submitted pursuant to the agreement is delinquent for a peirod 
of three months or more from the date due, the Division of Tax 
Abatement and Special Taxes shall notify the developer that 
unless the audit is submitted in proper form within thirty days 
from the date of notification, the abatement agreement shall be 
rescinded. If the developer fails to comply with the 
requirements of the notice, the Division of Tax Abatement and 
Special Taxes shall recommend the Law Department prepare a 
resolution rescinding the agreement, and after its adoption 
shall thereafter treat the property as fully taxable. 


Where any agreement is rescinded in this manner, the 
remaining procedure shall be the same as set forth in subsection 
7clibbove. The City may, however, as its option, choose not to 
exercise its rights of termination of the agreement for failure 
to submit a required audit but to cause an equivalent audit to 
be conducted by qualified personnel under the City's direction.

DECLARATION OF PURPOSE OF ARTICLE; FINDINGS 


In the City of Newark, with its large cosmopolitan 
population, consisting of all the races and nationalities, 
religious and ethnic groups which constitute America, no 
greater menace threatens the peace, good order, security and 
welfare of the City and its inhabitants than the existence 
within it of groups antagonistic to one another and prejudiced 
against each other because of differences of race, creed, 
color, national origin, ancestry, marital status, sex or age. 


The City of Newark also recognizes the special pro- 
blems of prejudice experienced by those citizens who are physi- 
cally or mentally handicapped. 


The Council of the City hereby finds and declares 
that the practice of prejudice, intolerance, bigotry and dis- 
crimination and the disorder occasioned thereby, tends to 
create breaches of the peace and threatens not only the rights 
and proper privileges of its inhabitants but menaces the insti- 
tutions and foundation of a free democratic state. To the end 
that such prejudice, intolerance, bigotry and discrimination 
shall be stamped out, this commission is created to provide an 
instrumentality through which the City may officially encourage

MEMBERSHIP OF COMMISSION; APPOINTMENT: TERMS; POWERS; DUTIES

than seven members to be appointed by the Mayor subject to con- 
firmation by the Municipal Council.

The members shall serve without compersation. 


(c) The powers and duties of the commission shall 
be to: 


(i1) Receive and investigate complaints, and 
initiate its own investigations, and con- 
duct conciliation conferences: 


(i) Racial, religious and ethnic group. 
tensions, prejudice, intolerance, 
bigotry and discrimination and any 
breach of peace or disorder occasioned 
thereby; 


(ii) Practices of discrimination against 
person because of race, color, creed, 
national origin, ancestry, marital 
status, age, sex or physical or mental 
handicap. 


(2) Conduct hearings, and in connection there- 
with, the power to subpoena witnesses, ad- 
minister oaths, take testimony and conduct 
discovery procedures including the taking 
of interrogatories and oral depositions 
upon delegation of authority by the attor- 
ney general. 


(3) Submit to the appropriate authorities the 
findings and conclusions resulting from the 
exercise of powers contained in (2) above. 


(4) Issue such publications and such reports 
of investigations and research as in its 
judgment will tend to minimize or eliminate 
prejudice, intolerance, bigotry, discrimi- 
nation, breach of peace or disorder or tend 
to promote goodwill. 
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(5) Enlist the cooperation of the various 
racial, religious, and ethnic groups, 
community, civic, labor and business or- 
ganizations, fraternal and benevolent as- 
sociations, veterans! organizations, 
women's organizations, and other groups in 
educational campaigns and programs devoted 
to teaching the need for eliminating group 
tensions, prejudices, intolerance, bigotry, 
and discrimination, and breach of the peace 
and disorder occasioned thereby. 


(6) Aid in the formation of local community 
groups in such neighborhoods as it may deem 
necessary or desirable to carry out speci- 
fic programs designed to lessen tensions, 
or improve group relations in the commu- 
nity. 


(7) Create such advisory committees and sub- 
committees of citizens as in its judgment 
will aid in effectuating the purposes of 
this article and to empower them to study 
the problem of prejudice, intolerance, 
bigotry and discrimination and breach of 
the peace and disorder occasioned thereby. 


(8) Recommend to the council legislation to aid 
in carrying out the purposes of this arti- 
cle. 


OFFICERS 


(a) The Mayor shall designate a member to preside 
over the commission as chairperson. The chairperson shall 
serve at the pleasure of the Mayor. 


(b) The commission shall elect a member to serve as 
vice-chairperson who shall serve at the pleasure of the commis- 
sion within the limitations of his/her term. 


(c) The Manager of the Affirmative Action Office 
Shall serve as executive secretary to the Civil Rights Office. 
The executive secretary shall serve during the incumbency in 
his official position. 


MEETINGS 


A regular meeting of the commission shall be held at 
least once in every month at a time to be fixed by the members 
of the commission. Special meetings shall be at the call of 
the chairperson or in his/her absence the vice-chairperson. 
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FACILITIES AND SERVICES MADE AVAILABLE TO COMMISSION 


The Mayor shall, through the Manager of the 
Affirmative Action Office, subject to available appropriation, 
make and cause to be made, to the extent necessary of needs of 
the commission, suitable offices, personnel services and 
provisions that are necessary for the adequate function of the 
commission, 


COOPERATION OF CITY DEPARTMENTS AND AGENCIES 


All city departments and agencies shall cooperate 
with the commission in all respects. 


Any Ordinances or parts thereof incon- 
sistent with the provisions herein be and hereby are repealed. 


SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall take effect upon 
final passage and public as provided by law.

Indemnity and Insurance 


No person, association, partnership or corporation may 
place or maintain any pay telephone on or above any 
public street or sidewalk without having first obtained 
a license as provided in this ordinance. Licenses shall 
be issued by the Division of Tax Abatement and Special 
Taxes in the Department of Finance subject to approval 
of the location and means of installation of the pay 
telephone as set forth hereinafter. The license required 
by this ordinance shall be in addition to any permit 
required pursuant to the Uniform Construction Code, 
N.J.S.A. 52:27d-119, et seq., or any street occupancy or 
opening permit required by any other City ordinance. 
Permits and Licenses or denial thereof, with reasons set 
forth in the event of denial, shall be issued within 30 
working days of receipt of the complete application for 
such permits. 


Before installation a plan or sketch of the pay telephone 
Shall be furnished to the Director of the Department of 
Engineering in sufficient detail to describe the size, 
location, equipment and means of installation and 
cabling. The Director of Department of Engineering shall 
be notified before the removal of any pay telephone. A 
copy of the permit or the permit number shall be affixed 
to the pay telephone. 


The initial fee for a license shall be $100.00 per year 
or any part of a year, the fee for a renewal license 
shall be $50.00 per year, provided, however, that no fee 
shall be charged for telephones furnished by the City of 
Newark 


as an accommodation to the public, or for permits issued 
to any person or entity which pays a franchise fee or tax 
for the use of public facilities. Such person or entity 
shall not, however, be exempt from the regulatory 
provisions of this ordinance. Licenses shall be renewable 
annually on January 1st of each year. 


The Director of the Department of Engineering shall be 
informed of the intent of any person to remove or 
relocate a telephone. 


Before receiving a license, an applicant shall: 


(1) Execute an indemnification agreement sub- 
stantially as follows: 


The applicant and any other persons on whose 
behalf the application is made agree to defend, 
indemnify and hold harmless the City of Newark 
against liability for all claims for damage to 
property, or injury to or death of persons, 
arising out of or resulting from the issuance 
of the permit, license or the control, 
maintenance or ownership or use of each pay 
telephone. 


(2) File with the Department of Finance a general 
liability insurance policy of $1 million for 
bodily injury and $50,000.00 for property 
damage naming the City as additional insured 
against any injury, loss or damage that may 
result from placing or maintaining the 
telephone or telephone equipment on or above 
the sidewalk. 
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(3) à. File a registration staterent containing 
the following information: 


(i) Name, address and telephone number of each 
owner, partner and in the case of corporation 
each director, officer, and stockholder holding 
in excess of 10$ of the stock of the 
corporation, 


(ii) The name and address of the registered 
agent or the person upon whom service of 
process is authorized to be made. 


b. A registration fee in the anount of $25.00 
which is not refundable shall be payable upon 
tne presentation of the registration 
application to the Division of Tax Abatement 
and Special Taxes. 


C. A registration number shall be assigned to 
each owner or distributor of pay telephones who 
is registered with the City of Newark. Each 
registration number shall appear on each 
license issued for each pay telephone. 


d. No license for the placement of a pay phone 
shall be issued to any party who has not filed 
a registration statement with the Division of 
Tax Abatement and Special Taxes. 


e. Anew registration statement shall be filed 
whenever the existing information on file is 
no longer true. 


22:23-3 - Telephone rates to be posted; emergency calls 


(a) Pay telephones shall permit the folloving calls to be 
placed without charge (except as may be otherwise 
provided by applicable tariffs filed with the New Jersey 
Board of Regulatory Commissioners). 


(i) Calls to the 911 emergency number; 


(2) Emergency calls placed through operator 
assistance to the police and fire departments; 


(3) Calls for emergency purposes placed through 
operator assistance to the police and fire 
departments by anyone identified as a member 
of either department. 


(b) Current local coin call initial rates shall be posted on 
the pay telephone or on the pay telephone booth. 


(c) The name of the Distributor must be posted on the pay 
telephone or pay telephone booth. 


22:23-4 - Standard for maintenance and installation 


(a) Pay telephones shall comply with the following standards: 


(1) No booth surrounding a telephone shall exceed 
8 feet in height, 4 feet in width or 4 feet in 
depth. 


(2) Each coin operated pay telephone shali be 
equipped with a coin return mechanism to permit 
a person using the machine to secure an 
immediate refund if a call cannot be completed. 
The coin mechanism shall be maintained in good 
working order. 
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(3) Each pay telephone shall have affixed to it, 
in a place visible to everyone using the 
telephone, the name and address of the 
distributor and the telephone number of a 
working telephone service to report a 
malfunction, secure a refund, or give the 
notices provided for in this ordinance. 


(4) Every pay telephone shall be maintained in a 
neat and clean condition and in good repair at 
all times. Without limiting the generality of 
the foregoing, a pay telephone shall be served 
and maintained so that: 


(i) it is reasonably free of chipped, faded, 
peeling and cracked paint in the visible 
painted areas thereof; 


(ii) it is reasonably free of rust and 
corrosion in the visible unpainted metal areas 
thereon; 


(iii) any clear plastic or glass parts are 
unbroken and reasonably free of cracks, dents, 
graffiti, blemishes and discolorations; 


(iv) any paper or cardboard parts or inserts 
are reasonably fee of tears, peeling or fading; 


(v) the structural parts thereof are not 
broken or unduly misshapen; and 


(vi) the telephone receiver is attached to the 
telephone. 


(5) Any Distributor who fails to maintain its pay 
telephone in working condition may be given a 
ten day written notice to repair the pay 
telephone by the Division of Inspections of the 
Department of Land Use Control. If the pay 
telephone is not in working condition at the 
end of the ten day period, the Manager of the 
Division of Tax Abatement and Special Taxes may 
revoke the license unless the Distributor 
provides assurance that the pay telephone shall 
be repaired or removed. 


(6) Each pay telephone shall, upon the written 
request of the Manager of the Division of Tax 
Abatement and Special Taxes be capable of being 
restricted to outgoing calls only within ten 
Gays of the request. 


22:23-5 - Location and Placement of Pay Telephones 


(a) No pay telephone shall be permitted to rest upon, in or 
over any public street or sidewalk when such installa- 
tion, use or maintenance: 


(1) unreasonably interferes with or impedes the 
flow of pedestrians or vehicular traffic, 
including any legally parked or stopped 
vehicle; or. 


(2) unreasonably interferes with the ingress or 
egress from any residence or place of business; 
or 


(3) interferes with the use of traffic signs or 
signals, hydrants or mailboxes permitted at or 
near said location. 
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Pay telephones shall be placed, or otherwise secured, so 
as to prevent their being blown down or around the public 
street or sidewalk, but'shall not be chained or otherwise 
secured, to any traffic or street signs, signals, 
hydrants or mailboxes. 


No pay telephones shall be placed, installed, used or 
maintained: 


(1) within any marked crosswalk; 


(2) within 3 feet of a curb return or any unmarked 
crosswalks; 


(3) within 15 feet of any fire hydrant, fire call 
box, police call box or other emergency 
facility; 


(4) within 5 feet of any driveway; 


(5) within 3 feet of any public area improved with 
a lawn, flowers, shrubs, trees or other 
landscaping; 


(6) at any location whereby the clear space for the 
passageway of pedestrians is reduced to less 
than 6 feet; 


(7) within 3 feet of any building unless written 
permission is secured from the property owner 
and filed with the application; and 


(8) within 10 feet of any entrance to a residence, 
store or public building in the absence of 
permission from the Manager, Division of Tax 
Abatement and Special Taxes for a shorter 
distance. 


Notwithstanding the requirements set forth herein in 
chapter 23-5(c) and Chapter 23-5(g}. 


In the event that a pay telephone does not meet the 
requirements set fort therein, an applicant shall 
nevertheless be entitled to apply to the City Council of 
the City of Newark for a variance from the requirements 
of these sections. 


A variance shall only be granted if after a hearing the 
City Council of the City of Newark finds that the grant 
of a variance will not result in the loss of the use of 
any street or sidewalk or result in any impedance of 
pedestrians, motor vehicles, emergency vehicles and 
personnel and will not detrimentally effect the use, 
occupancy or enjoyment of any abutting land. In addition, 
a variance shall not be granted if the location of any 
proposed pay phone would result in the opinion of the 
City Council of the City of Newark in the increase of 
criminal activity or aggravate the efforts of the Police 
Department to decrease any criminal activity in the area. 
The applicant seeking a variance shall notify every 
property owner within 600 feet on the same side of the 
street where the proposed pay phone is to the located of 
the time and place for the hearing in regard to the 
application for any variance from this ordinance. 
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Pay telephones shall not be placed on sidewalks in front 
of street addresses where there appears to be continuous 
criminal activity. Continuous criminal activity means 
reports to the police of more than four criminal 
incidents at an address in a month prior to the date of 
the application or more than 12 reported criminal 
incidents in a year prior to the date of the application 
which incidents have resulted in arrests. 


No pay telephone shall be installed on the street or 
sidewalk without the permission of the abutting land 
owner. 


Except for a subsequent application by the same 
Distributor for the placement of an additional pay 


telephone adjacent to said Distributor's existing pay 
telephone: f 


(1) no pay telephone shall be placed on the 
Sidewalk in a First or Second Residential 
District as these Districts are described in 
the Zoning Ordinance of the City of Newark. 


(2) no pay telephone shall be placed on the 
sidewalk within 300 feet of any other pay 
telephone which is on the same side of the 
street and within line of sight of any other 
pay telephone on a sidewalk in a Third 
Residential or First Business District of the 
City. No pay telephones may be placed next to 
an existing pay telephone in the Third 
Residential or First Business District. 


(3) no pay telephone shall be placed on the 
Sidewalk within 100 feet of any other pay 
telephone which is on the same side of the 
street and within line of sight of any other 
pay telephone on a sidewalk in a Second, Third 
or Fourth Business District or any Industrial 
District of the City. No more than three pay 
telephones may be placed next to an existing 
pay telephone in a Second, Third or Fourth 
Business district or any Industrial District 
of the City. 


22:23-6 - Revocation 


(a) 


Upon the receipt of a written complaint by a citizen or 
an authorized representative of the Police Department 
that the location and use of a pay telephone constitutes 
a threat to the health and welfare of the community, the 
Manager of the Division of Tax Abatement and Special 
Taxes shall conduct a hearing after providing written 
notice of same at least ten (10) days in advance thereof 
to all affected parties to ascertain whether the location 
and use of the pay telephone constitutes a threat to the 
health and welfare of the community. At the request of 
the Manager of the Division of Tax Abatement and Special 
Taxes, an Officer of the Police Department and an 
Inspector of the Department of Land Use Control shall 
conduct an investigation of the complaint and report 
there findings to the Manager at the hearing which he 
shall conduct, of the matter. If he finds by the 
preponderance of the evidence presented that the location 
and use of the pay telephone constitutes a threat to the 
health and welfare of the community, he shall revoke any 
permit issued by his Department for the use of the pay 
telephone. He may also order such other relief as he 
deems fair, including requiring the pay telephone to be 
restricted to outgoing calls only.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, IN 
THE COUNTY OF ESSEX, NEW JERSEY (not less than two-thirds of all 


the members thereof affirmatively concurring), AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. The Improvements and purposes described in Section 
3 of this Bond- Ordinance are hereby authorized as capital 
improvements to be made or acquired by the City of Newark, County 
of Essex, State of New Jersey (hereinafter the "City"). For said 
improvements or purposes stated in Section 3 hereof, there is 
hereby appropriated the sum of $3,470,000, said sum being inclusive 
of all appropriations heretofore made therefor including the sum 
of $174,000 which is appropriated as the down-payment from the 


Capital Improvement Fund, said $174,000 for said down-payment 
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purposes is hereby appropriated and is now available by virtue of 


a provision in the currently adopted budget or in a previously 
adopted budget of the City and is currently available for down- 
payment for capital improvement purposes, as required by Local Bond 
Law of New Jersey, N.J.S.A. 40A:2-1, et seq. (the “Local Bond 
Law"). 

Section 2. For the financing of said improvements or purposes 
and to meet the part of said $3,470,000 appropriation not otherwise 
provided for ‘hereunder, negotiable bonds of the City are hereby 
authorized to be issued in a principal amount not to exceed 
$3,296,000 pursuant to the Local Bond Law. In anticipation of 
the issuance of said bonds, negotiable notes of the City in a 
principal amount not exceeding $3,296,000 are hereby authorized to 
be issued pursuant to and within the limitations prescribed by said 
Law. In the event that bonds are issued pursuant to this Bond 
Ordinance, the aggregate amount of notes hereby authorized to be 
issued shall be reduced by an amount equal to the principal amount 
of the bonds so issued. If the aggregate amount of outstanding 
bonds and notes issued pursuant to this Bond Ordinance shall at any 
time exceed $3,296,000, the moneys raised by the issuance of said 
bonds shall, to not less than the amount of such excess, be applied 
to the payment of such notes then outstanding, at maturity, which 
maturity date shall not be greater than ninety (90) days subsequent 
to the issuance of the bonds. Each bond anticipation note issued 
pursuant to this Bond Ordinance shall be dated on or about the date 
of its issuance and shall be payable not more than one year from 
its date, shall bear interest at a rate per annum as may be 
hereafter determined within the limitations prescribed by law and 
may be renewed from time to time pursuant to and within the 
limitations prescribed by the Local Bond Law. Each of said notes 
shall be signed and shall be under the seal of said City and 
attested as permitted by law. The appropriate City officers are 
hereby authorized to execute said notes and to issue said notes in 
such form as they may adopt in conformity with the law. The power 
to determine all matters in connection with this Ordinance and also 
the power to sell said notes, is hereby delegated to the Chief 
Financial Officer of the City (the "Financial Officer"), who is 


hereby authorized to sell said notes either at one time or from 
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time to time in the manner provided by law and the Financial 
Officer's signature upon the notes shall be conclusive evidence as 
to all such determinations. The Financial Officer is authorized 
and directed to report in writing to the governing body at the 
meeting next succeeding the date when any sale or delivery of notes 
pursuant to this Bond Ordinance is made, such report to include the 
principal amount, description,interest rate and maturity of the 
notes sold, the price obtained and the name of the purchaser. 
Section 3. The improvements hereby authorized and the purpose

Licenses shall be issued by the Division of Tax 
Abatement and Special Taxes in the Department of 
Finance subject to approval of the location and 
means of installation of the pay telephone as set 
forth hereinafter.

same at least ten (10) days in advance thereof to 
all affected parties to ascertain whether the 
location and use of the pay telephone constitutes 
a threat to the health and welfare of the community.

A “threat to the health and welfare of the 
community” shall mean that because of the continuing

enjoyment of the area by pedestrians, motorists, (2) 
emergency personnel and occupants of the abutting 
property by impeding unnecessarily their ability to 
see other pedestrians or vehicles or by (3) impeding 
unnecessarily their ability to move or stand on the 
sidewalk. 


In addition to any action the Manager may ta i

If it appears that the pay phone has not been 
completely removed within 48 hours after the notice 
to remove has been received at the last known 
address of the owner, then the Manager shall notify 
the Director of the Department of Engineering of the 
continued presence of the unlicensed pay phone.
